IS TO RESTORE CONFIDENCE.

ASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—[{Exclusive Dispatch. ] Restoration of 
confidence is the motive of the government at this time. It was 
not with the special purpose of putting more government funds 

in circulation that the issue of $50,000,000 Panama bonds and $100,- 
000,000 certificates of indebtedness was authorized. The President's 
idea and that of the Secretary of the Treasury was that in this way 
could best be expressed the government's confidence in the pros- 


_ perity of the country and the solidity of its financial institutions. 


All of the Panama bond issue will be made, but it is unlikely that 


more than half. of the $100,000,000 certificates of indebtedness will 


be needed if the treasurer's hopefulness and confidence is justified. 

These treasury certificates will be very much in the form of treas- 
ury notes, but made payable to bearer. They will bear interest at 
the rate of 3 per cent. and will be good indefinitely, but will bear 
interest for only one year—from November 20, 1907, to November 20, 
1908. The man who has the certificate last in his hands will get the 
interest. They will not be legal tender within the meaning of the 
statute, but they will pass as currency, undoubtedly, as they are gov- 
ernment promises to pay, with interest. 

On the legal phase of the issue of certificates of indebtedness, the 
position of the administration is this: 


The law of J>ne 13, 1898, authorized the Secretary of the Treas- 


ury to borrow such sum as, in his judgment, may be necessary to 
meet public ‘expenditures. While this law was passed in the year of 
the Spanish War, and while it is contended by men of the legal pro- 
fession that the purpose was obviously tc provide war funds, the 
administration points out that other provisions of the war revenue 
acts have been repealed, while this provision has been left on the 
books; that, therefore, it is fair to assume that Congress purposely 
left this power in the Treasury Department.

Sulphur Oil From Italy. | 

Consul Byington of Naples writes 
that the olive growers of Italy sell 
the pomace or “sanese,” as it is called 
after the olives are pressed, to the 
sulphur-oll factories. which make ,it 
Into the green sulphur oil com Vv 
called olive ofl foots in America, . and 
is shipped from Italy all. over the 
world for making the castile 
soap, the largest quantity being used 
by the silk dyers for washing the silk.
